The recent reduction in freight rates as ordered by the board of railw ay commissioners only 
dealt with domestic rates, the commissioners refusing to order a reduction on the freight rates of 
grain for export to Vancouver, but the railways have acceded to the desire of prairie shippers.

Belfast, Nov. 29—Sir James Craig, the Ulster premier, speaking 


before the northern parliament here today, said he had told Mr. | 


Lloyd George that the British Government's proposals to Ulster for 
the settlement of the Irish question were utterly impossible He said 
Ulster would not enter an all-Ireland parliament under the present | 
conditions, but was prepared to discuss other avenues of settlement.! much at night. 

The premier said the accounts of the government's plans for an 


all-Ireland parliament that had appeared in the press were ‘‘fairly | 


accurate.”’ 

Sir James made these statements in speaking to a u.otion for} 
adjournment. 

Replying to a question, he said the northern Ireland cabinet had 
given instructions for the immediate enrollment of 700 whole time 
“‘specials’’ and 5,000 part time ‘‘specials’’ to complete the establish- 
ment of those forces. 


‘By Tuesday next these negotiations will have broken down or 
the prime minister will send me new proposals for consideration by 
the cabinet,’’ said the statement made by Sir James Craig to the 


Ulster parliament today, with regard to the Irish peace negoti ations. 
‘‘Meantime,’’ the Ulster premier’s statement added, ‘‘the rights 
of Ulster will be in no way sacrificed or compromised.”’

Washington, Nov. 29——The nine powers conference on Pacific and 
Far Eastern questions today adopted resolutions providing for the 
relinquishing of foreign extra-territorial rights in China. - 

The resolution provided for withdrawing foreign courts in Chins 
should an international commission 
Chinese law and court practice find that the Chinese judicial system 
is adequate. 

After adopting a resolntion dealing with extra-territorial rights, 
the delegates, in executive committee session, continued discussion of 
Chinese requests for withdrawals of foreign troops. 

The delegates of the various powers were understood to have 
agreed informally in principle to the withdrawal but further dis- 
cussion went over until another meeting. 
President Harding’s suggestion for a continuing conference of 
nations is expected by administration officials to become the subject 
of formal discussion before the present conference ends. 

It was indieatd in official quarters today that although the presi- 
jent had no intention of complicating the Far Eastern and arma- 
ments negotiations by bringing the subjects before the conference 

t present, he fully expe ted that after these questions are out of the 
way there will be a serious effort for an agreement for future similar 

etings.

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Whose Railway 
Muddle Is It? 


By some newspapers and some 
speakers supporting the Govern- 


ment a persistent and bare-faced 
attempt is being made and had 
been made during the campaign 
to unload upon the Liberal party 
responsibility for what is com- 
monly called the Canadian railway 
muddle, 

Reduced to its essentials the al- 
legation is that when the Laurier 
Government went out of office it 
left the country with three trans- 
continenta! lines of railway, two 
of them paralleling each other 
from Edmonton to Jasper Pass, 


\ whereas there was not traffic in 


sight to warrant more than two; 
that as a resuft of this over-build- 
ing the Canadian Northern and 
Grand Trunk Pacific systems 
erowded each other to the verge 
of bankruptcy, and that the Bor- 
den Government could do noth- 
ing but take over these lines in 
fulfilment of the country’s obli- 
gation in guaranteeing the bonds 
for their construction. 

The facts of the ease are abso- 
lutely to the contrary. When the 
Laurier Government went out of 
power there were only two trans- 
continental railways across Can- 
ada, and no third transcontinental 
had been provided for. The Grand 
Trunk, with the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cifie connection, was the only 
transcontinental road to which the 
Laurier Government obligated 
Canada, The Canadian Northern 
was not in process of extension 
to a cross-the-continent line when 
the Laurier Government left of- 
fice, parliament had passed no act 
providing for its extension, nor 
had any declaration of policy been 
made indicating that the Govern- 
ment intended to provide for 
such extension. 

The Statute book for 1912, the 
first year after Sir Robert Bor- 
den attained power, contains the 
acts which converted the Canadian 
Northern {from the status of a 
local raiiway system to that of a 
transcontinental, The Canadian 
Northern at that time consisted 
of a net work of railway lines ex- 
tending from the head of the 
Lakes to a point a few miles west 
of Edmenton. The promoters of 
the Canadian Northern had also 
constructed, under different char- 
ters and names, railways in On- 
tario, and had acquired one or 
more short railway lines in the 
maritime provinces, Between Ed- 
monton and the Goast the Cana- 
dian Northern had no line, no 
Government guarantee of bonds to 
build a line, and no act of Parlia- 
ment permitting them to build 
such a line. Neither had the com- 
pany a road from Port Arthur 
astward, nor a guarantee of bonds 
for such road, nor parliamentary 
authorisation to construet such a 
road, 


In 1912 the Government of Sir | 


Robert Borden by act of Parlia- 
ment authorised the Canadian 
Northern to extend its line from 
Edmonton to Yellowhead Pass and 
undertook to guarantee the pay- 
uvnt of the cost, principle and 
smterest; also to construct a line 
from Yellowhead Pass to Van- 
couver, and pledged the Domin- 
jon treasury to pay a_ mileage 
bonus thereon. By another act 
passed at the same session of Par- 
liament the Canadian Northern 
was authorised to construct a line 
lapping its Western systems near 
Port Arthur and running eastward 
to Sudbury, and to make the 
necessary connections there with 
the Ontario lines owned by the 
Canadian Northern interests, By 
still another act passed at the 
same session Canadian Northern 
promoters were authorised to con- 
siruet railway lines through the 
Vrovince of Quebec ty join their 


Provinces. 

These three acts of Parliament 
; Were the instruments by which 
| the Canadian Northern promoters 
{Were enabled to link up their 
| three groups of unconnected rail- 
| way lines, extend their rails to 
‘the Pacifie and thus create the 
‘railway, They provided specifi- 
| eally for the construction of the 
line beween Edmonton and Van- 
{eouver, paralleling the Grand 
| Trunk Pacifie through a country 
| where traffic was bound to be 
|comparatively light; for the 
bridging of the gap between Port 
Arthur and Sudbury, paralleling 
ithe C.P.R, again through a coun- 


and for connecting the C. N. R. 
lines in Ontario and west of that 
' Province with the lines controlled 
|by the same interests in the far 
| eastern-provinces and thus giving 
jaceess to the Atlantic seaboard. 
| Whether it was done prematare- 
ly or not, the credit or blame for 
giving Canada its third — trans- 
continental railway rests with the 
with the Government of Sir Ro- 
bert Borden, not the Government 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, If it was 
the duplication of railway lines 
between Edmonton and Vancouv- 
er, and between Port Arthur and 
Sudbury that broke the back of 
the Canadian Northern enterprise, 
it was Sir Robert Borden and not 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier who pledged 
public cash and credit to bring 
that about. And if or to what 
extent Canada’s railway tangle 
resulted from the thrusting of a 
third transcontinental into the 
field when there was only room for 
two, it is the political ancestor of 
the present Government, and not 
the Liberal party that stands re- 
sponsible. 

This is not a matter of argu- 
ment. It is a’ matter of fact. The 
facts are recorded in the statute 
books of Parliament, and in the 
public records and the files of 
the newspapers of the time. If 
Canada built too many railways, 
or built them in the wrong place, 
it was not the Liberal Government 
that made the miscalculation. 
And if the results of that mis- 
judgment are held to have forced 


the country to take over the two] 


transcontinentals in order to save 
its credit, the predicament was the 
making of Sir Robert Borden, It 
was he who produced the situation 
out of which it is so vociferously 
claimed by his friends that Canada 
had to buy its way by assuming 
obligations amounting to more 
than a balf billion dollars, by im- 
posing an annual deficit of fifty 
or more millions of dollars upon 
the taxpayers of the country, and 
by paying MacKenzie and Mann 
ten million dollars for the privil- 
ege of paying their debts,

Editor The Bultetin: 

Sir,—A distinctive characteristic of 
the peoples of modern democracies is 
the large part sentimentality and) 
passion play in their discussion of the 
main topics of the day. When any 
controversial question is before 
public mind, the effort seems to be to 
color the atmosphere by an appeal to 
emotion rather than to reason and! 
sense of justice. 

This is illustrated today in the dia- 
cussion of Sunday concerts in the 
papera and in private conversation 
For instance the question is usually 
put as follows: “Are yuu in faver © 
Synday concerts " which is a purely 
emotional appeal. Again a common| 
argument is that Sunday law is re- 
pressive in {ts character, and it is 
pointed out that in the present,vol- 
canic state of society repressbon is not 
the part of wisdom, which ts quite 
true, But a little thought will remind 
one that auch a Sunday iaw as the: 
Lord's Day act has for its object the! 
very opposite of repression, for it) 
aims to give to all who toil the free-| 
dom of one day in the week. The! 
sections of the Act which deal with 
amugements seem to have been fram 
ed upon the assumption that it is bet- 


ter for the general welfare that on 
one day of the week the people amuse 
themselves rather than ay other 
people to amuse them, Hence it in 


no way ‘ntenferes with Sunday amuse- 
ment unless it !s commercialized. 
We hear a good deal also ubout 
personal liberty and the !nterference 
by law with the same; and there is 
no doubt that certain modern ten 
dencies in this direction through 
legislation are to be condemned; peo-| 
ple cannot be made good by law. The 
extent to which Individual liberty | 
should be made subservient to the in-| 
tereats of the State has occupled the 
attention of legislators for centuries, 
and today views are held as widely 
apart as those of the German, Treit- 
achke and Bertrand Russell, the 
Englishman, No doubt the ideal state 
of existence would be one in which 
every one could do as he pleased, but 
such an ideal state presupposes an 
ideal people, and in most of us the 
wings have not hegun to sprout to 
any great extent. In our Sunday law 
however we have got #o far as to 
provide a day in the week free from 


the grind of daily toll, when very 
man can be his own boss. 
There {j# another thing which 


seems to have escaped the attention 
of some critics of Sunday legislation, 
and that is that the Sabbath idea Is 
not a new thing under the sun. De- 
mocracy, of which we are vastly 
proud, i# still in’ the experimental 
stage, and map be “at the cross 
roads” as a thoughtful Wngl'ishman 
tel's us in a recent book; but the Sab 
jbath idea is as old as civilization tt- 
{seclf, and is as a statute, perhapa the 
very earliest enunciation of the demo: 
cratic privilege of equality of oppor: | 
tunity: “that thy manservant may 
lrest as well as thou.” As Antigone 
‘gaid, the great laws which sanction 
conduct were not born today or yes | 
terday, but ere from everlasting ant 
no one knows whence they were de- 
rived. 

Another sentimental aspect of the 
question is the contention that the 
Sunday concerts should be held, evea 
jthough they tnvolve vic'ation of law 
because of their high cultural charas- 
ter It will be remembered by those 
jpeople of culture whose names have 
| been given to the public as Patrons o! 
the present Symphony concerts, that 
a similar argument was presented to 
Socrates a prisoner condemned to 
death by the State. when his friends 
told him of their pians for his escape 
True, {t meant contempt for law; but! 
Socrates would live and culture would 
}flourish still. But the philosupher was 
too good a citizen to seek to save his 
life by “getting round” the law. 

The present scribe has to confess) 
that what depresses him more than 
anything else ie that he haa found so 
many people who are either quite in-| 
capable of clear thought upon ws 


matter at imeue, or are ready to sea 
the sovereignty of law debased for 
their own pleasure.
